Ihave offer’d the Author of 
this to difcousfe ic with him, calmly, and 
gave him Time for its but he is pleafed to 
decline it fill, and therefore I thi) only 
make a few Remarks. 

1..Will not that Condition render us 
happy in which other Nations are happy? 
To make out that Negative, it muft be 
prov’d, that fomething more is required to 
form our Happinefs, than the Happinefs of 
other Nations ; now we find other Nations 
compleatly happy, 4s 7appine/s with Re/ped 
to Government is to be underftood, tho’ there 
isnot among them a Union of Priaciples; 


I thall not define the Meaning of Happi- 
nefs in Government, fo as to limit any Man’s 
Conftruétion, but J think, Sefey and Peace 
fully denomtinate theHappinels of a Gevern- 
ment; both thefe we find in the Govern- 
ment of Holland, Hannover, Munfter, the 
Palatinate, and feveral other Governments 
in the World, where there is no Union of 
Principles: And what has England in her 
Confticution, that Safety and Peace fhould 
not make us happy ? — Now if Safety and 
Peace is, the Happinefs of our Nation, as I 
believe ts ealie to prove; then if we can be 
Safz and at Peace without a Union of Prin- 
ciples, we may alfo be happy without it. 

Jt remaingthen toprove, we may be 
both in Peace and Safety without a Union of 
Principles, F might do this bya fhore Turn 
upon Parliamentary Authority, Viz. The 
Vote ofthe Lords, bat the Church of Eng- 
land is at prefent by GOD’s Bleffing in a fafe 
and four ping Condition; but I wave that 
Advintage, and apply my felf to anothe 
Kid of roof. : 

No: will | enter upon any Dangers, the 
Diffenters mav be faid'to be in, which may 
cérrainly be proved f om all the Topicks, 
from which the Danger ot the Church may 
be proved—Bur | lay this down asa Maxim, 
Fhat wheré the Law has its uninterrupted

».. The free uninterrupted Courfe of the 

Laws re(peéts Juflice, Right, and Civil Lb 
derty 3; this can by no Means clath with our 
Religious Principles, "tis certainly agreea- 
ble to'all the Principles, in which we ought 
to agree, That Rob5ers, Murtherers, and 
Breakers of the Peace thould. be punith’d 
that Property fhould be proteéted, the In- 
vaders of it reftrain’d, Encroachers upon o- 
thers Men’s Right purfued, and in fhore that 
civil Ju®ice Mould have irs Courfe: Lee 
the Gentlemen that obj et thew us, which of 
their Priaciples are inconfitteat with the 
Executioa of common Joftice ; Lam fare,

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none of the Diffenters Priuciples are fo, the 
Adminiftration of Juice, and Currency of 
the Law cannot be deitructiveof any of the 
Principles of the Proteftanc Religion; and 
therefore whether our Principles agree or 
not, Juftice may-be equally difpenfed, and 
confequently Safety be procur’d. 

If there are. any People among us, that 
think they cannot be fafe while any Men 
are among them, ‘who differ from them, 
*tis Come Scandal both upon their Princi- 
ples, as well as upon themfelves Up- 
ontheir Prinsiples, as if they would not 
ftand upon theic own Feet, would not bear 
out and defend themfclves 3 and fecondly 
upontheir Party, as afraid they fhould not 
ftand by their Principles ; the Chriftian Re- 
ligion has Rood upon the Foundation of its 
own Energy, and the efficacious Workings 
of the Spirit of GOD, and has maintain’d 
its Footing among alJ the oppofite Powers 
of Men and Devils, and will do fo to the 
End of the World; and what Jealoufie 
of Eear any true Branch of it can bave, 
that it fhould nog dare co fuffera differing 
Opinion, tho’ agreeing in Doétrine, to re- 
fide upon the fame Continent with it, I can- 
not imagine. 

It is moft certain, that the Church of 
England, both in its Confiitution and its 
Proteffion,may be fafe,and is fafe in the Pro- 
te@tion of che Laws of this Land, notwith- 
ftanding the Difference in Opinion which is 
now fo far extended among us; and if She 
isfafe, She is happy, as far.as Happinefs 
re(peéts her temporal Conditien—Nay, by 
the Union of Scotland, I undertake to prove, 
the Church of England is yet more fafe than 
before, as her Safety is now bleaded or 
twifted with the Eftablifh’d Conftitution of 
whole United Britain, and cannot be thaken 
bat by the overturning the Foundation on 
which we all ftand 5 Jt this is not reckoned 


perfeé&t Safety, then no. Nation ia the 
World can be fafe ; for human Policy can 
form no greater @gfety, than the united 
Pofture of our Nan, as now Eftablifh’d 
flands upon. 

The Safety of the Church of Engiand 
as built upow the Union, confifts in this, 
that the prefent conftituted Authority ot 
the Government, whether Regally or. Par- 
liamentarily contider’d, is inferiour to thar 
Authority, upon whofe A@ and Deed the 
prefent Eftablifhment of the Church is 
built. In the Churches prefent Capacity, 
not the Parliament, not the QUEEN). not 
the QUEEN and Parliament can_unhinge 
her; why? Becaule they cannot a& in Con- 
travention of the Union, which is fupesiou 
to all our prefent Authority, the prefép 
Authority being canftituced by it. 

Who, that is capable to-take in thi: 
plain, very plain Syftem, of Power. conti: 
tuting, and Power conftituted, can have 
fo much Want of Sénce, as ta difpute the 
the Safery of the prefent Eftablift’d Con&i- 
tution of the Church, in -which all ogc 
Difference of Princip}és is not able to make 
the leaft Beach ; well might the ee of 
Lords vote her Safe and Elourifhing Wor She 
was never fo Safe as fince,the Union. 

Nor is the Church of Scotland lefs fafa, 
tho’ far difference in Principles alfo, and 
their Safecy as reciprocal, ig equally founde 
ed on the fame Rock, the Uaion; they are 
Twins of this Birth, broughe forth at once, 
and ought not to difdain to catt ore another 
Sifters: 1 wifh, the Fraternal Affc@ion yf 
eicher hand were better improved ; which 
tho’ it- would aot add ta their Safety, far wo- 
thing can addtothat, but. it would add to 
their Honour, to cheir Eale, to their Sacit- 
faétien, aod totheit mutual Reputation w 
the World ; Things ] tumbly recomfnend 
to them both to confide-
